Longchamp Racecourse— The 
automatic bookmaker who carries 
‘no satchel and has no 4 neiller 
[ with ‘him took his stand for the 
first time on «a racecourse In 
Europe at Longchamp, the famois 
ce racecourse, 

Unlike his noisy brother familiar 
to ‘Britian racegoers, this new- 
comer, the Australian totalisator, 
silently igives the odds -in every 
corner of the course by means of 
an adding machine, a sort of 
gigantic cash register which marks 
up the amount of money laid, on 
each horse on huge boards: visible 
to everybody on the course. The 


also constantly before’ the. public 
‘eye. 

The public at ‘Longchamp took 
Kindly’ to the machine and 
backers, were quick to seize 
upon its advantages. These 
are that the punter ¢an see at a 
glance from the.moment the bet- 
ting opens the odds on each horse, 
“and as every bet is automatically 
recorded on the totalisator boards 
he can follow the changes in the 
odds and note the amounts -being 
placed on each runner. 

Crowds stood in front of the 
totalisator board before each race 
watching for a “plunge” on any 
particular horse. « 

t' There came one on the firat race 
when the number: of bets:on No, 2 
jumped: by 1,000 units, Imme-
